DOMESTIC abuse is on the 
rise across the county, new 
police figures have shown. 

Kent Police statistics show officers 
received more than 20,000 reports of 
abuse between April 2008 and March 
of this year - up 569 cases from the 
previous 12-month period. 

More than 3,700 incidents, including 
threatening behaviour, violence and 
sexual assaults, took place in Medway. 

This equates to more than 10 
attacks each day. 

The rise in domestic abuse - and 
how best to counter it - will be dis-

cussed at a police-led conference in 
Maidstone today (Wednesday). 

Guest speaker Ann Widdecombe MP 
said she hoped the multi-partner event 
would make a difference. 

“Domestic abuse can affect men, 
women and children but often it goes 
unaddressed,” she said. 

“I hope this conference will highlight 
the dangers.” 

Kent and Medway Domestic Violence 
Strategy Group chair Ch Supt Lee 
Catling added: “It is not acceptable for 


anyone to live in fear of being abused. 

“The conference enables agencies 
to discuss their roles to develop an effec¬ 
tive response across Kent and Medway.” 

During today’s event the 150-plus 
delegates will discuss the complex rela¬ 
tionship between domestic abuse and 
drugs and alcohol misuse. 

Ch Supt Catling said: “Misuse of 
drugs and alcohol are aggravating fac¬ 
tors and can make the abuse more 
unpredictable and severe. 

“The impact of domestic abuse and

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Energy drinks 
'could cause 
health issues'

ENERGY drink-swigging 
teenagers are placing their 
health in serious danger, 
according to a drug and 
alcohol worker. 

The stark warning was made by 
KCA intervention officer Zara 
Rahemtulla, who has become 
increasingly concerned with the 
effects the caffeine-rich drinks are 
having on the towns’ youngsters. 

She said: “I noticed a sharp 
increase in discussion about the 
problems associated with caffeine 
drinks and pills amongst some of the 
young people that I work with. 

“Despite a careful search, I couldn’t 
find much information about their 
effects, so we have developed a 
detailed briefing for our staff and 
other professionals to provide accu¬ 
rate information and clarify the risks 
involved.” 

Dozens of teenagers who have 
downed energy drinks or caffeine 
pills - mainly consumed as an aid to 
study or revision - said they had suf¬ 
fered health problems. 

One 18-year-old said: “An overdose 
of tablets gave me diarrhoea, heart 
palpitations and made me really 
shaky.” 

A 16-year-old added: “I used to 
drink vodka and energy drinks 
together all the time but one night I 
just collapsed on the street, my heart 
was beating so fast and I was raced 
to hospital, I thought I was going to 
die.” 

KCA’s director of research Neil 
Hunt urged youngsters to watch how 
much caffeine they consume. 

He said: “When used as recom¬ 
mended, one energy drink or tablet is 
not hazardous for anyone in good 
health. 

“Caffeine doses of 200mg or higher

can cause unpleasant symptoms 
such as nausea or headaches. Other 
symptoms can include an abnormal 
heart beat, anxiety, panic, overheat¬ 
ing and dehydration. In rare cases, 
consumption of large numbers of caf¬ 
feine pills has been fatal. 

“People may experience a ‘come 
down’ effect after consuming stimu¬ 
lant drinks or tablets as their energy 
levels will quickly deplete, leaving 
them tired and irritable. 

“Also, caffeine can react with some 
prescribed medicines. If you are tak¬ 
ing medicines, it is advisable to con¬ 
sult your doctor about the safety of 
using energy drinks or caffeine pills.” 

With UK sales of glucose and stim¬ 
ulant drinks valued at £522million 
and market growth of 12 per cent in 
the UK last year, it is clear that their 
use is now well-established. Much of 
the time, this use will be harmless. 

KCA’s advice is not to exceed rec¬ 
ommendations on packs of energy 
tablets and to be aware that combin¬ 
ing energy drinks and caffeine pills 
can lead to excess caffeine levels that 
can cause unpleasant symptoms.

Cracking down on 
scrap metal hauls 

A DOZEN un-roadworthy vehicles were 
impounded during a day-long police 
crackdown on scrap metal offences. 

The vehicles were stopped and checked 
at the Medway City Estate. 

It comes after a recent spate of metal 
thefts across Medway and the rest of the 
county. 

Of the 40-plus vehicles that were 
stopped, 12 were deemed to be un-road¬ 
worthy. 

One was a tractor and trailer, carrying 
a full load of scrap metal. Both the trac¬ 
tor and trailer were taken off the road. 

The driver of the tractor was sum¬ 
moned to court, as was the owner for 
allowing the tractor to be driven. 

Two further motorists were fined £300 
for carrying waste without a licence. 

Sgt Emma Satherley said: “We wanted 
to send out a clear message that Kent 
Police in Medway is taking the theft and 
disposal of stolen metal seriously. 

“There are people who carry large 
amounts of scrap metal without a licence 
and some of this could be stolen.”

astating, particularly for children. 

“They are victims too, as they see 
and hear abuse or sense tension. It’s 
a mistake to think that children are 
unaware of what is happening in 
their homes.” 

Male victims of domestic abuse 
will also be represented at the con¬ 
ference. 

Respect phoneline co-ordinator, 
Ippo Panteloudakis, said: 
“Perpetrators and victims bring a 
wide range of issues and we need to 
find ways to meet their needs, pri¬ 
oritising safety and reducing risk. 

“The dialogue between drug and 
alcohol workers and domestic vio¬ 
lence workers needs to be strength¬ 
ened and this conference is an excel¬ 
lent opportunity to share good prac¬ 
tice and learn from each other.” 

Findings from a review of the 
British Crime Surveys revealed 
that 44 per cent of domestic violence 
offenders were under the influence 
of alcohol and 12 per cent affected 
by drugs when they committed acts 
of physical violence.

Dispersal zone aims 
to tackle anti-social 
groups in centre 


A TOWN centre dispersal zone has 
been put in place, giving officers the 
powers to move on loud-mouthed loi¬ 
terers. 

The zone will be introduced in 
Chatham on Friday for a month. 

Officers will then be able to move 
on groups of two or more people if 
they are likely to cause shoppers and 
residents to feel intimidated, 
harassed, alarmed or distressed. 

Chatham Central’s neighbourhood 
policing boss Inspector Noel Stanley 
said: ‘We’ve been listening to resi¬ 
dents who live in Chatham Central 
and issues of anti-social behaviour 
are their number one concern. 

“We are committed to taking 
action on reducing crime in 
Chatham and this dispersal zone 
will help that considerably. 

“I’ve been involved in dispersal 
zones in the past and they really do 
work. This initiative isn’t just about 
moving people into another area, but 
it is about breaking up groups who 
are causing anti-social behaviour. 

We are expecting reductions in 



anti-social behaviour and criminal 
damage and this action sends a clear 
message that this kind of behaviour 
will not be tolerated. 

“We will move groups on if we 
believe that they have been causing, 
or are likely to cause, anti-social 
behaviour. 

“We can also ensure that they do 
not return for anything up to 24 
hours.” 

The dispersal zone is contained 
within the borders of City Way, High 
Street, Medway Street, Best Street, 
Chatham Hill, Rainham Road, 
Beacon Hill, Magpie Hall Road, The 
Ridgeway and Horsted Way.

Ex-lover gets 

18 years for 
knife attack 


A SPURNED man has been jailed 
after stabbing his ex-girlfriend’s 
new partner, leaving him just half 
an hour from death. 

Jealous Peter Barton, 40, was sentenced to 
an indeterminate sentence of 18 years after 
being found guilty of the attempted murder of 
Sam Cook. 

He was handed an indeterminate sentence 
of 18 years at Canterbury Crown Court on 
Thursday and told he must serve a minimum 
of nine years behind bars. 

A parole board will then decide whether 
Barton is still a risk to the public before he is 
eligible for release. 

The judge labelled Barton as “obsessive and 
jealous” and said he had “carefully prepared 
and planned the attack on Mr Cook”. 

The court heard that Barton had previously 
been in a relationship with victim Sam Cook’s

girlfriend between 2005 and January 2008. 

When the relationship ended Barton threat¬ 
ened to injure or kill any new man she met. 

He reiterated this threat in November of last 
year, when his ex-girlfriend began dating Mr 
Cook. 

Barton carried out his promise the following 
month. 

On Monday, December 8, Barton left his 
daughter’s house stating he was going to the 
shops. 

Unbeknown to his family, he left the house 
with a double quilt and a Imife. 

Barton drove to his ex-girlfriend’s house in a 
relative’s car, waited for Mr Cook to leave and 
then followed him. 

After parking the car in Alamein Avenue, 
Chatham, Barton pursued Mr Cook on foot. 

He then plunged his knife into the

along 


20-year-old’s back as he walked 
Walderslade Road, Chatham. 

Barton then stood over his victim - who was 
bleeding to death - and pretended to call the 
emergency services on his mobile phone. 

Mr Cook managed to flag down a passing 
police patrol car and was raced to hospital 
where he underwent emergency surgery. 

The knife had penetrated his spleen, which 
had to be removed, and caused blood to build 
up between his lungs and chest wall. 

Investigating officer Det Insp Gavin Moss 
told the court: “Sam’s injuries were life- 
threatening and it is likely he would have died 
had he been found just half an hour later. 

“Barton has remained unremorseful 
throughout this trial and I am pleased the jury 
has delivered this verdict. A dangerous man 
has been removed from our community.” 


Agreement gives go-ahead to riverside plan 


WORK to build the first 600 homes on the 
Rochester Riverside regeneration site may 
begin next year. 

The planned construction work comes 
after housebuilder Crest Nicholson, Medway 
Council and SEEDA signed a development 
agreement to press ahead with the multi¬ 
million pound scheme. 

Contractors were due to start work two 
years ago but the plans were brought to a 
standstill by the recession and subsequent 
collapse of the housing market. 

Medway Council leader Rodney Chambers 
said the agreement bodes well for the future. 

“This represents important progress for 
Rochester Riverside in the face of extremely 


difficult economic circumstances,” he said. 

“In this economic climate, our agreement 
with Crest is a substantial achievement.” 

Crest managing director Debbie Aplin 
added: “The signing of this agreement facili¬ 
tates the ongoing design work with an antic¬ 
ipated construction start on site in 2010. 

“We look forward to delivering, with our 
partners, this highly sustainable and 
vibrant addition to Rochester.” 

Rochester Riverside has planning permis¬ 
sion for up to 2,000 homes, a primary school, 
hotels, offices, shops, cafes, bars, two parks 
and the riverside walkway and cycle-path, 
which opened last year - the first public 
access for 100 years to a mile of waterfront.

Prime minister 
offers support 
in local issues

PRIME Minister Gordon Brown 
met with community leaders dur¬ 
ing a whistle-stop tour of the 
county. 

Mr Brown joined the 14-strong group at 
Medway Labour group leader Paul Godwin’s 
Walderslade home at lunchtime, having ear¬ 
lier visited Delphi Diesel Systems in 
Gillingham. 

After being introduced to the group - 
including teachers, sixth-form students and 
minority forum members - the PM fielded a 
number of their questions 

St John’s CoE Infant School head Diana 
Keating asked Mr Brown if anything could 
be done to help save the school from closure, 
while All Saints Community project manag¬ 
er Linda Fiddyment called for more regular 
and assured funding. 

After the informal meeting Mr Brown 
faced five minutes with the media. 

On the topic of rail fares, the Prime 
Minister said: “I think the most important 
thing to say is that prices are linked to infla¬ 
tion and the Retail Price Index has not been 
going up. 

“Fares could be kept at a similar level next 
year based on the fact that inflation is very 
low. 

“Interest is low for homeowners and I think 
people appreciate that.” 

On the chances of Labour retaining its 
three seats in Medway in the next General 
Election, Mr Brown said he was confident 
the electorate would back the party’s repre¬ 
sentatives. 

“We’ve got great MPs in Medway,” he said. 

“We’ve been working very hard to get 
through this difficult recession: protecting 
services and at the same time creating new 
job opportunities and better local services.” 

With regard to the plight of St John’s and 
Ridge Meadow schools - both earmarked for 



closure by the Tory-run council, Mr Brown 
added: “We’re trying to do our best with the 
Every Child Matters funding going up. 

“There has been no directive from central 
Government to close schools. The council 
should listen to parents.” 

That announcement was well received by 
St John’s head Diana Keating. 

She said: “I told Mr Brown about our school 
and that the council wants to close us down. 

“He said he would look into our situation, 
which will definitely help our cause. 

“Mr Brown said some lovely things about 
teachers, it’s clear he’s very interested in edu¬ 
cation.” 

All Saints boss Linda Fiddyment also got 
to ask Mr Brown for assistance. 

She said: “One of the major issues for us is 
funding. I told the Prime Minister about our 
work, the difficulty is raising the £100,000 
we need each year and the need for long¬ 
term investment. 

“Mr Brown said he would look into ways 
we can receive more funding at a local level.” 

Following the coffee meeting Mr Brown 
travelled to Maidstone. 

He is believed to have been in a meeting 
with town centre manager Bill Moss and 
other representatives at the Town Hall to 
discuss the controversial Kent International 
Gateway.

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Will the French ever 
pay for Stack upset?

PEOPLE and businesses that lose 
money because of Operation Stack 
could have a case for compensa¬ 
tion against the French govern¬ 
ment. 

That’s the view of Kent County Council 
leader Cllr Paul Carter who told delegates - 
including ministers and industry insiders - at 
a meeting on Tuesday that legal advice had 
been sought over the impact of French strikes 
on Kent and its economy. 

The meeting at the House of Lords was part 
of a traffic campaign started by KCC to deal 
with problems on the county’s roads. 

During Stack the M20 is turned into a giant 
loriy park, causing hold-ups and traffic chaos in 
the area, with huge financial losses for busi¬ 
ness. Stack is mainly implemented due to 
French industrial action that blocks the ports, 
stopping lorries using cross-Channel ferries. 

Blockading 

Cllr Carter said: “The misery caused to tens 
and thousands of people affected by the strikes 
and the impact on businesses and 
travel plans should not be underestimated. 
The closure of Calais harms our economy.” 

It is estimated by the Federation of Small 
Businesses that blockades at Calais and the 
subsequent stoppage of crossings costs the UK 
haulage industry £1 million a day. 

And with delays on deliveries and traffic 
problems caused by Operation Stack a further 
£500,000 is lost daily. 

Cllr Carter said the French authorities could 
be in breach of EU rules governing the free 
movement of people and goods when they fail 
to take action against illegal strikers blockad¬ 


ing French ports. This might mean businesses 
and residents affected by strikes could receive 
compensation for losses. 

Cllr Carter said: “With the French authori¬ 
ties failing to take action against illegal strike 
action in Calais they are in breach of Article 28 
of the European Commission Treaty. This 
means they could be liable for damages caused 
to people who are affected by the blockades. I 
have written to Lord Mandelson about it. Our 
Government needs to take this matter to the 
French Government. It’s up to the Government 
to sort this problem out.” 

Business secretary Lord Mandelson has 
agreed to pursue the issue. Cllr Carter also 
called for a long-term answer to Stack. 

“It is essential to find a solution, but we need 
to find the means to fund it,” he said. “Charges 
should be imposed on foreign lorry drivers 
using UK roads, which would pay for infra¬ 
structure and a long-term plan to deal with 
Operation Stack. 

“Thousands could be raised through this. 
Foreign lorry drivers already have an advan¬ 
tage over UK hauliers by filling up with cheap¬ 


er fuel before coming to Britain.” 

As part of KCC’s traffic campaign, a formal 
complaint has been made to the European 
Commission to highlight the effect of strike 
action on the county. 

Further concerns were raised about the 
planned expansion of Calais port. 

In 2007, about four million lorries passed 
through Kent via the Port of Dover and this 
figure is expected to rise by two-thirds over the 
next 30 years. This could mean even more 
HGVs parked on the M20 in the event of 
strikes. But Cllr Paul Watkins, leader of Dover 
District Council, said his authority was back¬ 
ing the Calais port plans. 

“It is crucial for the economy of the UK and 
Europe that both the ports are able to gear-up 
to accommodate future growth,” he said. 

“In the face of an ever-expanding interna¬ 
tional market, if one is to grow, the other needs 
to keep pace if balance is to be maintained.” 

KCC is also pushing for a third Thames 
crossing to improve connections with the rest 
of the UK, and greater use of Kent 
International Airport at Manston in Thanet.

Rare moth the 
belle of the fall 

A RARE moth has been discovered in the 
county. 

The straw belle moth is already on the 
endangered list, so the discovery made at 
the National Trust beauty spot of Wrotham 
Water Farm is of global importance. 

The Farm, near Trottiscliffe, has also 
revealed itself to be the home of other rare 
species, according to a new report. 

Inspections by the Butterfly 
Conservation Trust revealed the presence 
of several species of rare orchids, bumble 
bees and butterflies. 

The straw belle moth has been designat¬ 
ed a priority species for conservation, 
meaning extra care must be taken in 
preserving its habitat to ensure its contin¬ 
ued survival. 

The area was used to grow wheat and 
barley, but in 1990 the fields of Wrotham 
Water Farm were ‘returned to nature’. 

Under the guidance of the Natural 
England’s Countryside Stewardship 
Scheme, the National Trust was able to 
restore the chalk grassland by planting a 
rare grass seed mix and introducing a graz¬ 
ing regime to help the moth and other 
endangered wildlife thrive. 


County Hall £200m budget shortfall to lead to 600-700 job losses 


HUNDREDS of jobs will be lost over the next 
three years as Kent County Council struggles 
against a predicted £200 million funding shortfall. 

Finance chiefs at County Hall are readying 
themselves for drastic reductions in the amount 
of money they receive from the Government, 
regardless of who wins the next general elec¬ 
tion. 

About £42m of savings have already been 
identified from next year’s budget, but a further 
£10m still needs to be cut - and between 600- 
700 posts will be axed. 

KCC employs more than 40,000 staff. 


However, the authority says it is confident the 
shortfall will not affect frontline services and the 
majority of jobs lost will be through natural 
wastage and non-replacement of staff who leave. 

Any council tax increases should also be kept 
to a minimum and will most likely be below last 
year’s rise of 2.4 per cent. 

Cabinet member for finance, Cllr John 
Simmonds, said: “What’s important is we haven’t 
been idle and we’ve already saved £110m over 
the last three years because we always knew the 
gravy train was going to halt. 

“It would have been foolish not to plan ahead 


and we would be a terribly irresponsible author¬ 
ity if we said we will worry about it next year. 

“The headline news looks alarming, but life 
isn’t going to grind to a halt. By having foresight 
we can minimise the effects, and although it 
looks frightening on the face of it, we have the 
time to look at alternative ways of doing things.” 

KCC officers have been instructed to come up 
with cost-cutting proposals over the next few 
weeks, including a review of frontline services 
to see how funds can be spent more efficiently. 

This is likely to result in a major staff reor¬ 
ganisation and a possible sharing of office 


accommodation with other public sector part¬ 
ners like the NHS. 

Cllr Simmonds said existing initiatives were 
already saving the authority cash, such as a 
permit scheme that prohibits utilities compa¬ 
nies from digging up and subsequently damag¬ 
ing the roads without a licence. 

He added: “The review of the front-line servic¬ 
es is not for us to see what we can get rid of, but 
rather what we can use more efficiently.” 

KCC has an annual budget of £1.5 billion, but 
economists predict a 40 per cent cut in govern¬ 
ment support over the next three years.

Tottenham Hotspur legend Martin Chivers spoke to reporter Mathew Beech about his career, his 
autobiography, Big Chiv: My Goals in Life, and his book-signing at Bluewater's Waterstones store tomorrow 


A Tell us a little bit about what we can expect to be in the 
l|book. 

A lt’s about my life in football, my career and 
the horrific injury I sustained at Spurs. 
There is a bit in there about my relationship 
with my former manager Bill Nicholson, but it 
covers everything I did in football. 

It starts with me as a young ambitious 
player at Southampton. I wanted to get into 
the England team, but to do that I needed a 
bigger club. I didn’t hesitate once I knew 
Spurs wanted me. The book then follows my 
move to Spurs, and the injury I suffered. My 
knee-caps basically disappeared up my legs. I 
was lucky I had a good surgeon as I was able 
to get back playing. 

| Once you had moved to Tottenham Hotspur, how did 
ur football progress? 

A I was lucky at Spurs, it was a big family. It 
was a great team and I was the one lucky 
enough to put the ball in the net and get the 
glory. It was a wonderful time though, as we 
reached four finals and two semi-finals. 

When I arrived at Spurs, the team was full 
of great players. There were full international 
players, like Joe Kinnear, Mike England, Alan 
Gilzean, Jimmy Greaves and Martin Peters.

You still work with Tottenham now; do you think you will 
always be involved with the club? 

I’m in my 20th year at the club in hospital¬ 
ity now. It is my second home, my heart is 


here. I enjoy being here, with the fans, so I can 
see myself being here for a long time. 

You say in the book that you wrote to Southampton ask- 
ing for a trial; how did that come about? 

A My father was working in the docks down 
there. He came back telling me about an 
advert in the paper which was asking for trial- 
ists. I wrote a letter responding to the advert 
and went along to the trial game. 

I scored four times, and by the end they had 
the papers waiting for me to sign. That 
Saturday, I was playing in the first team, even 
setting up the goal in a 1-0 win. But I wasn’t 
that strong and in the next game against 
Chelsea, I was out of my depth. However, with 
a year of training I was able to improve. 

Q You have said that Spurs is your second home; how do 
you look back at Southampton? 

A They gave me my break, but I decided to 
better myself as a player, which meant 
moving to a bigger club, and Southampton 
seem to be let down by this. 

They got me for nothing and got £125,000 
and Frank Saul for me. That was a national 
record transfer fee and Frank was a good play¬ 
er. They shouldn’t complain about me leaving. 

Q Is that one of your biggest regrets then, how 
Southampton look back on you? 

A Yes, I don’t feel welcomed back to 
Southampton anywhere near like I do at 


Tottenham. Bear in mind when I was playing 
for them, we got promoted to the First Division 
for the very first time in the club’s history, but 
they only seem to remember that I left. I also 
left Spurs, but I feel at home there.

What would you say is the highlight of your career? 


A That has to be playing and scoring for 
England. It is every young man’s dream to 
play for England, and once you have done it 
you can say T’ve made it’. Alongside that, it has 
to be winning things in front of thousands of 
fans - it makes you treasure it even more. We 
won the 1971 and 1973 League cups, as well as 
the 1972 Uefa cup. 

ft Who would you say are the best players you have played 
lafwith? 

A There are too many great players to pick 
any out. The whole Tottenham side was full 
of great players - it was a joy to be a part of it. 
I always played well alongside Alan Gilzean, 
he was a good strike partner at Spurs. 

Then there is Pat Jennings. He was in goal 
for all my time at Spurs and you can’t ques¬ 
tion how good he was.

Who is the player you most like to watch now? 


A Jermaine Defoe is the most natural goal 
scorer we (Tottenham) have now. He is 
quick, has a great touch and scores goals.

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Charity calls for 
adopters to think 
about benefits of 
taking on siblings

A LEADING children’s charity is 
urging people in Kent to consider 
adopting siblings as the number 
of youngsters in care soars to 
more than 60,000 nationwide. 

Adoption experts at Action for Children 
said too many vulnerable brothers and sis¬ 
ters are being split up in the county as 
adopters opt to take just one child. 

Carol Buckley, service manager at the 
charity’s south east project, said there is now 
more than ever a desperate need to find 
loving homes and for vulnerable siblings to 
stay together. 

Her message comes as National Adoption 
Week draws to a close and the nationwide 
figure of children in care reaches 60,900. 

About 4,000 of those are waiting to be 
adopted. Ms Buckley said: ‘With such a high 
number of children entering care, the need 
for adopters is at an all-time high. 

“To many, the idea of adopting more than 
one child can feel overwhelming. 

“However, from our own work we know 
that with the right support, families adopt¬ 
ing siblings can flourish. When siblings enter 
care together and all other family ties have 
been broken, it’s so important that, where 
possible, we keep them together. 

“To do this we desperately need adopters to 
consider if they think they 
could take on more than one 
child.” 

A lesbian couple who decid¬ 
ed to take on two young broth¬ 
ers said it was the best thing 
they ever did and urged others 
to consider it. 

Important 

Ali and Kate, from Erith, 
who are both experienced 
teachers, adopted the boys, 
now nine and 11, six years ago. 

Ali said: “Kate already had 
children from a previous mar¬ 
riage, but I really felt the need 
to have children of my own. 

“The whole adoption process 
is long and quite intrusive, but 
I wouldn’t want that to put 
anyone off. 

We came up against some 
barriers due to the fact we’re a 
gay couple, which came as 
quite a shock, but in the end we 
took on two boys and they set¬ 
tled really quickly. It’s been an 
amazing journey for all of us.” 

Ali said keeping the boys 
together was very important: 

“We found out they were orig¬ 
inally going to be split up so they would be 
adopted immediately,” she said. 

“It was so much better for them to stay 


ADOPTION IN KENT 

• On average 100 children are adopted in Kent 
each year. 

• In 2008, KCC placed 90 per cent of children 
with a plan for adoption within 12 months of 
the placement order being given by the court. 

• In Kent, 1,350 children who have been 
adopted since 1992, a third of these receive 
an ongoing service from KCC's adoption 
support and special guardianship team. 

• There are more than 800 contact 
arrangements with birth parents and their 
children who have been placed for adoption. 
KCC promotes working in partnership with 
birth parents and new adoptive families to 
encourage contact. 

• On average, 60 new adopters are assessed 
and approved each year. Assessment takes 
eight months and is extremely rigorous. 
Prospective adopters need to have demon¬ 
strated they have dealt with their own life 
issues before they can be considered. 


together. One of the boys was slightly chaot¬ 
ic when he came to us and splitting them up 
would have made it worse. 

“They still have memories of their mother 
which they talk about and 
they really need that.” 

Heart FM DJ Toby Anstis, 
can relate to Ali’s story having 
been adopted with his twin 
sister as a child. 

“I can’t imagine life without 
my sister Kate,” he said. 

Difference 

‘We’ve had such a close bond 
since birth. Fortunately we 
were kept together when we 
were adopted. It’s a special 
bond and understanding that 
has helped us come to terms 
with being adopted. It’s so 
important that siblings are 
kept together.” 

Cllr Sarah Hohler, Kent 
County Council’s cabinet 
member for children, families 
and education, said the team 
at KCC are on hand to talk 
people through the process of 
adoption. 

“It is difficult to put into 
words the difference adoptive 
parents can make to the lives 
of children and young people,” 
she said. “Similarly, those who 
adopt find having a family to 
be an enriching experience.”

Simon Robinson comes up with a novel way of cleaning our society of all crime with just one simple test 



An instant end to crime while 
freeing up our motorways... 


CRIME rates across Kent are on 
the decline, new police figures have 
reportedly shown. 

This is undoubtedly good news and a step in 
the right direction. But while progress is slow¬ 
ly being made, I feel there is a pressing need to 
eliminate all criminal acts now. 

This could be achieved instantaneously by 
locking up the UK’s street-dwelling hoodies, 
savage granny robbers and other delinquents 
before they commit their heinous crimes. 

This idea was introduced by author Philip K 
Dick in his 2002 collection of short stories 
Minority Report, later made into a sci-fi 
thriller, starring Tom Cruise. 

The basic premise is that would-be criminals 
are identified, arrested and incarcerated 
before they actually strike, which comes as 
somewhat of a relief to the would-be victims. 

Sadly, neither novel nor film are readily 
implementable: the film, for example, is set in 
the year 2054, in which three mutated 


humans with precognition powers, known as 
‘precogs’, lead the arrests. 

What we need here in the relative Dark Ages 
of 2009 is a more low-tech equivalent. 

Luckily for mankind, I have it. 

All we need to do to eliminate all crime is to 
build a driving simulator, in which the 
‘motorists’ are charged with the simple task of 
driving their ‘car’ along the motorway. 

And anyone who chooses to limp along in the 
middle lane when not overtaking a slower- 
moving vehicle is taken immediately from the 
simulator and thrown in jail. Forever. 

It’s as simple as that. 

It is an indisputable fact that all Middle 
Lane Drivers are criminally insane. Why else 
would they take up the middle lane when not 
overtaking? 

It makes no sense. They simply must be 
future axe-murderers, faeces-throwing psy¬ 
chopaths and so forth. 

The test would only take two minutes. 

“OK Mr Smith, sit yourself down and when 
you’re ready take the next left, a slip road on 


to the motorway,” the examiner would say. 

“Rightio,” thinks Mr Smith, “I’ll just pull out. 
What a stroke of luck, there doesn’t seem to be 
a single other car on the motorway. 

“I think I’ll take up the middle lane, thereby 
forcing anyone behind me to swerve across 
three lanes to overtake me and then again 
once they go past me. 

“That makes perfect sense to me and doesn’t 
affect any other road users.” 

At which point the examiner administers a 
swift baton blow to the back of Mr Smith’s 
head and drags him off to the cells. 

The beauty of the system is that everyone’s 
a winner; residents get to live their lives safe

Reasons for school 
closure are flawed

of St John’s Infant School. 

I have one child at present at St 
John’s and he is in year one. 

Before he started school he went 
to a large pre-school and after 
being there a year he hadn’t made 
any progress with his speech and 
was not interacting with other 
children. When my son started at 
St John’s he hardly spoke, couldn’t 
write or read simple words, would¬ 
n’t mix with other children and 
tended to play alone. 

He has had help from the 
special needs teacher and is now 
doing better than I ever expected 
him to in just over a year: he 
speaks fluently, mixes with other 
children, is reading books and so 
on. St John’s received an out¬ 
standing grade for their Special 
Education Needs in the latest 
Ofsted report. I feel the fact it is 
a small school helps the children 
with special needs 
better than larger schools, as 
they have only one class per year

St John’s is an outstanding 
school and my son has 
thrived there. If St John’s 
closes in August I feel that it 
will set my son back and I 
don’t want this to happen, 
the school has worked hard 
with my son and I can’t see 
how he will do as well in a 
larger school just because 
their SEN budget will 
increase due to the 
closure of our school. 

I am disgusted that the 
council are using SEN in the 
statutory notice as a reason 
for closure as this was never 
brought up throughout the 
consultation period or after. 

I also have three other 
children, two go to Balfour 
Junior School and the other 
is one year old. If St John’s 
closes in August how does 
the council expect me to be 
in two places at once? Do 
the education bosses expect 
me to move my other 
children as well? Or is it 
acceptable for me to be late 
picking up children? The 
council are making parents 
disrupt not just the St 
John’s children’s lives but 


other children as well. The 
statutory notice states that 
because of the close 
proximity of alternative 
schools, they expect the 
majority of children to still 
be able to walk to school. 
This is rubbish. I have 
phoned neighbouring 
schools and they have no 
places. The council uses 
surplus places as another 
excuse. Yes there may be 
high surplus places in other 
schools in Medway but not 
in the schools neighbouring 
St John’s - they are all full. 
They want to close St John’s 
to fill spaces in other schools 
that are at least 1.8 to two 
miles from the school and 
that is how far the majority 
of the parents and children 
will have to travel. St John’s 
doesn’t have the surplus 
places that cabinet say they 
have, our surplus places 
have dropped and we still 
have parents looking at the 
school. 

These are my objections 
and I hope this time things 
are looked at properly as I 
believe the reason for 
shutting St John’s is a sham 
and the proposal flawed.

DJs, Johnnie Walker, reveals all in his frank and 
funny show at The Gulbenkian Theatre, Canterbury 


FROM the boat that rocked 
to meeting royalty, Johnnie 
Walker has become a 
national treasure. 

One of the country’s best known 
and most loved radio voices, Walker 
has always been a champion of music 
above all else. Spend an evening 
with Walker and dis¬ 
cover how this 
frank, honest 
and funny 


man became one of Britain’s most 
enduring and popular broadcasters. 

In the 60s Walker became the voice 
of a generation when he broadcast 
from the pirate ship, Radio Caroline, 
creating a night-time show that was 
essential listening for music fans 
everywhere. He attracted 86 per cent 
of the night- 
t i m e 
radio 



audience and had a Europe-wide lis- 
tenership of 20 million on the night of 
August 14, 1967, when Radio 
Caroline continued to broadcast even 
though Government legislation had 
taken all other pirate stations off the 
airwaves. 

A move to BBC Radio 1 followed in 
1969 and over the next seven years, 
Walker compounded his reputation 
as a DJ who valued the records he 
played far more than the sound of his 
own voice. His lunchtime show was a 
launch pad for new artists such as 
Steve Harley, Lou Reed, Fleetwood 
Mac, The Eagles and Steely Dan, 
but Walker spoke frankly about 
those acts of which he was not a 
fan. Describing the Bay City 
Rollers as ‘musical garbage’ 
was one incident which, 
along with his determina¬ 
tion to play album tracks 
as well as chart hits, led to 
conflict with his employ¬ 
ers. 

In 1976 he moved to San 
Francisco and continued 
as a radio DJ, by recording 
a weekly show which was 
broadcast on Radio 
Luxembourg. He returned 
to Britain in the early 80s 
and, after stints on local 
radio, rejoined Radio 1 to 
present Ike Stereo Sequence 
before moving to Radio 2 to 
take over the Drivetime slot. 
With more than 30 years of 
musical knowledge under his 
belt, it became an enormously 
popular show for listeners with 
discerning taste. 

Walker was forced to take time 
off in 2003 while he battled with 
cancer, but returned to host the 
Drivetime show until 2006. He went 
on to present a Sunday show about 
spirituality and that year, he was 
awarded an MBE for his services to 
broadcasting.

Sir Michael goes back to 
his council-estate roots

PERHAPS it’s due to his advanc¬ 
ing years, or because he still thinks 
of himself as an inner-city boy with 
nothing to lose, but either way Sir 
Michael Caine is happy to be utter¬ 
ly candid. 

Talking about everything from his pet-hates, 
UK taxes and box-office flops to all those 
remakes of his classic films, the 76-year-old 
actor Sir Michael is as open as they come. 

But it is his childhood which is the focus of 
public interest as fans await the release of his 
latest film, Harry Brown. 

Set on a council estate in south London’s 
Elephant & Castle, not far from where he 
grew up, Michael plays the eponymous hero - 
a widowed pensioner living in a concrete high- 
rise who fights back when his only friend is 
murdered by a local gang. 

“The film is a sort of wake-up call to people. 
I know what it’s like because I come from 
there, but for people who don’t know about it, 
we have now got into this circle of drugs and 
violence and killing. And if you don’t do some¬ 
thing about it, it’s coming to a street near you.” 

Sir Michael was bom to a cook and a fish- 
market porter and lived in a prefab council 
house, some 500 yards from the block of flats 
where he filmed Harry Brown. 

“In that estate you see in the film, there’s a 
plaque on the wall with me on it, a sort of 
dedication to me.” 

Any other actor might have been concerned 
about filming night-shoots in such a rough 
location, but Sir Michael felt very much at 
home among the locals. 

“I had an incredible experience there. I 
worked there for weeks at night and I met all 
these guys and I became fascinated by them.

“And I got a sense that we had let these guys 
down. It’s all right to say 'These scumbags, 
they’re knifing, shooting, killing, selling drugs’, 
but they have no sense of direction. 

“If you’re a young man and you grow up 
in that atmosphere, you have to join a gang, 


otherwise you’re dead, or smashed to pieces if 
you walk around on your own.” 

Back in the 1940s, when Michael was a 
teenager, things were very different. 

“There was violence, but not the kind you see 
today. Our drugs were alcohol and our 
weapons were boots and fists. 

“I had a very tough father and a very tough 
brother and if anybody ever came to our house, 
they never came again,” he adds, with a smile. 

For all the hardship of his early years, Sir 
Michael remembers having two forms of 
escape, which helped to shape his future. 

“One of them was the library - I’m still to 
this day an incessant reader - and the other 
was the cinema. If I liked a movie, I would go 
every day and see the same movie. You could 
just sit there all day. That was my escape.”

IT’S fun to go off the beaten track 
sometimes, but if all you want is a 
brief, indulgent break, then the city 
of Bruges will release your inner 
lip-smacking, camera-swinging, 
beer-swilling, sight-seeing, chip- 
guzzling, chocoholic tourist. 

Bruges is home to just 20,000 people, yet 
more than 3,000,000 tourists visit each year. 

It may be the canals that flow beneath flower¬ 
decked, arched stone bridges, or the quaint cob¬ 
bled streets. Whatever the reason, this ancient 
city - just a short hop across the Channel - 
exudes romance from every nook and cranny. 

Once there, take a 20-minute canal boat trip 
for an orientation tour. 

Alternatively, relax in one of the alfresco 
cafes on Market Square and enjoy the clip-clop 
of horses’ hooves. If you have the energy, climb 
the tower’s 366 steps to enjoy the views. 

Nearby Burg Square has the city’s most 
striking architecture. A Gothic town hall with 
lacy white stonework nestles next to the old 
Public Record Office, built in Renaissance 
style, and beyond it is the neo-classical former 
Court of Justice and the Gothic/Renaissance 
Steeghere, whose porched entrance leads to 
the Basilica of the Holy Blood. 

If you crave culture, pop into the Groeninge 
art museum (12 Dijver). Inside is an impres¬ 
sive display of Flemish art from the 15th cen¬ 
tury onwards. The nearby Gruuthusemuseum 
(17 Dijver), a former medieval merchant’s 
house, has an interesting collection of tapes¬ 
tries and musical instruments. 

Beer-drinking is part of the social fabric of 
Belgian life and it would be churlish not to 


visit Bruges’s last remaining brewery, De 
Halve Maan (at Walplein 26; www. 
halvemaan.be), where a 45-minute tour (5.5 
euros) ends with a glass of the house beer. 

You could also visit one of Bruges’s most pop¬ 
ular beer bars, Brags Beertje (Kemelstraat 5; 
www.bragsbeertje.be). There are more than 
300 beers, including sickly-sweet fruit beers 
and a selection from small Flemish breweries. 

Leave room for the sublime Belgian choco¬ 
lates. Within walking distance of the centre, 
there are a staggering 40 chocolateries with 
enticing shop windows choc-full of pralines, 
figurines, sweets and slabs. 

Dumon (Simon Stevinplein 11 www. 
chocolatierdumon.be) has a small cafe where 
you can enjoy a glass of hot chocolate, and the 
Chocolate Line, where chocolate is not only for 
eating and drinking... it’s for inhaling, too. 


There is a chip museum, but I would miss 
that in favour of the real things at a friterie. 
This is true Belgian street food, made with 
Mirabelle potatoes served in a carton, with 
wooden fork and a dollop of mayo or ketchup 

You can get any type of cuisine in Bruges, 
but for a superb feast of Flemish food make a 
bee-line for De Vlaamash Pot (the Flemish 
Pot) at Helmstraat 3-5. Plush red walls, ornate 
chairs, gold trimmings and chandeliers set the 
scene. 

Cheese croquettes, asparagus in a sublime 
butter-and-egg sauce, and my personal 
favourite, waterzooi - a dish of white fish 
served in a creamy soup - are all on the menu. 

A word of warning, though: Bruges is all 
about indulgence, so ditch the diet and pre¬ 
pare to dabble with debauchery, otherwise 
you’ll feel you’re missing out.

'Property millionaires' 
hit by slump in market 

THE recent slump in the property mar¬ 
ket has had a marked effect on those 
who have made a fortune through own¬ 
ing homes. 

Research from Zoopla.co.uk, the online 
property website, has revealed the 
extent to which property millionaires in 
the UK have suffered since the housing 
market peaked in autumn 2007. 

According to the website, the number 
of million-pound properties in the UK 
has dwindled by more than a third since 
the downturn, despite the recent turn¬ 
around in property values. 

Alex Chesterman, the founder and 
chief executive of Zoopla.co.uk, said: 
“The housing-market downturn has 
taken its toll on the exclusive property 
millionaires club, reducing the number 
of those who can claim membership from 
283,168 in November 2007 to only 
183,630 today.” 


Broadband speed blow 
to rural homes demand 


BROADBAND speeds can 
affect how desirable a prop¬ 
erty is, according to a recent 
study 

A survey by ISPreview.co.uk, a 
source of internet service provider 
information, has established that no 
matter how sought-after a property is, 
most people would not buy it if the 
best broadband speed it could achieve 
was just 1Mbps. 

The survey, which questioned 721 
people, also found that a little over 
half, 51 per cent, are willing to pay 
more for a house with faster broad¬ 
band. 

Almost two-thirds of those ques¬ 
tioned said the minimum broadband 
speed they required would be “more 
than 4Mbps”, with just one-fifth voting 
for 4Mbps itself and 10 per cent voting 
for 2Mbps, while just 6.6 per cent 
voted for 1Mbps. 

Emphasis 

ISPreview.co.uk’s editor and founder, 
Mark Jackson, said: “Consumers clear¬ 
ly place a significant emphasis on 
broadband performance, so much so 
that an overwhelming majority would 
even be willing to give up on an almost 
perfect dream home in favour of a cos¬ 
metically less attractive one that 
received faster speeds. 

“The results could have profound 
implications because many slower 
homes are often found in remote and 
rural locations that reside further 
from their local telephone exchange, 
hinting at the potential for a greater 
exodus into towns and cities where 
speeds are higher and prices lower. 

According to Mr Jackson, the find¬ 
ings of its survey “highlights the 
importance of being able to deliver 
speeds of more than double the 
current Government target, which is 
committed to delivering a minimum 
2Mbps broadband speed to everybody 
by 2012. This may now simply end up 
being too little, too late.”

Rise in prices likely to continue' 


IN its latest survey of the housing market, the 
Royal Institution of Chartered Surveyors says 
that UK house prices are likely to keep on ris¬ 
ing for the short term. 

The news, which was released this month, is 
a welcome boost for the economy, which failed 
to emerge from recession in the third quarter. 

Meanwhile, according to the institute, the 
balance of surveyors reporting price rises 
rather than falls rose to 34 per cent, up from 
20 per cent the previous month, and the 
strongest survey result in favour of rising 
prices in almost three years. 


House price indices from the Nationwide 
and the Halifax have both reported rising 
house prices, but the Halifax has cautioned 
that the momentum was unlikely to continue 
since more homes were being put up for sale 
and this would, in turn, result in a slowdown 
in the demand for homes. 

Jeremy Leaf, of the RICS, said: “Although 
the supply of property is beginning to pick up, 
it is still insufficient to keep pace with the 
increase in demand, which points to further 
price gains in the near term. 

“Cheap money remains a critical prop for the 


market and this is being reflected in the con¬ 
tinuing appetite for finance from first-time 
buyers, despite the large deposits still being 
demanded by lenders.” 

In the meantime, over the last three months 
completed sales have continued to rise steadi¬ 
ly to an average of 19 per surveyor, represent¬ 
ing a slight rise on the previous quarter. 

In other recent news, the British Retail 
Consortium revealed that retail sales in 
October had surged by an annual rate of 3.8 
per cent, further fuelling hopes that a recovery 
was gathering pace.

Buyers can also opt for a VW group 
twin-clutch gearbox - the auto that can 
be driven as a manual - with similar or 
better fuel economy. An electronically 
operated boot opening and panoramic 
sunroof are further options.

Toyota challenges your IQ 


HAS Toyota been just too clever by 
launching its IQ3 city with a ‘big* 
engine? 

It certainly doesn’t add up at first: the IQ3 
(from £11,615) is £2,000 dearer than the 1.0- 
litre IQ entry model, higher C02 emissions 
(113g/km) mean losing road tax exemption 
and paying £35 a year and it averages 5-6mpg 
less than the smaller engine. 

But would-be buyers must use their own IQ 
here: in three-cylinder 1.0 form, the IQ is a 
real city car, though you could drive longer 
distances occasionally, especially as the wide 
track and spacious front cabin make it feel like 
a larger vehicle. 

But the four-cylinder 1.3 engine delivers 
more acceleration and, crucially, more cruising 
power and refinement than the ‘three-pot’ as I 
found when road testing a car from Motorline 
Toyota at Canterbury. 

This makes the IQ3 great for commuting into 
London or across Kent as well as town driving 
and a better all-rounder and potentially some¬ 
one’s only car, where as the original might be 
stretched to be more than a second car. 

The IQ3 also suits an automatic ‘box, which

fits the ethos of a small city runabout; auto 
changes in the original IQ feel more frantic. 

Overall IQ attributes are impressive: it is 
just 30cms longer than the rival Smart 
ForTwo yet gains two seats. 

However, the seat behind the driver is virtu¬ 
ally useless. The front passenger seat is stag¬ 
gered close to the dashboard though, so an 
adult can sit behind - just. 

So we have a 3+1-seat car rather than a full 
four-seater and the ‘+1’ is really the boot as 
there is barely any space behind the rear seat- 
backs. 

Nevertheless, the IQ shows masterly pack¬ 
aging and its low stance and wider track, 
largely overcomes pitching expected from 
such a short wheelbase car. The IQ drives and 
handles well for its size too. 

Interior quality and trimming is superb, but 
could be funkier to attack the Smart. 

On the other hand, this is the ‘Lexus’ of city 
cars and comes with no less than nine airbags 
- it may be small, but it is very safe. 

Nevertheless, Motorline admits the ‘Lexus’ 
price tag can make some buyers turn to the 
Japanese brand’s slightly bigger yet cheaper 
full four-seat Aygo.
